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Council Receives an Overview 
On City Emergency Planning 


The Greenbelt City Council 
at its July 19 meeting received 
an extensive staff presentation on 
the city’s Emergency Operations 
Plan and emergency preparedness. 
Staff also showed a new satellite 
telephone the city had recently 
received that will help enable 
its forces to communicate with 
other emergency teams and dem- 
onstrated a new Greenbelt Alert 
emergency notification system 
planned to become operational 
this summer. 

In a slide presentation City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
reviewed the Emergency Opera- 
tions Plan. He pointed out that 
the types of emergencies are 
more varied than those prepared 
for in the Cold War days when 
emergency shelters were declared 
for use in atomic bomb attacks. 

Currently no one knows what 
the next event might be or when 
it would occur, he said. The 
emphasis now is to be flexible 
in response, to provide better 
communications and to stress the 
value of planning to stay put by 
seeking shelter in place. 

McLaughlin noted that Green- 
belt’s government has limited 
authority and limited capabilities. 
It is low in the state’s hierarchy 
of emergency management, which 
relies primarily on county govern- 
ments supplemented and support- 
ed by the Maryland Emergency 
Management Agency (MEMA). 
Prince George’s County now 
Operates an emergency opera-

tions center around the clock in 
Landover. 

Greenbelt’s limited role is as 
first responder. Its emergency 
personnel will be first on the 
scene to assess and identify the 
situation and call for additional 
support as appropriate. Another 
responsibility will be to get the 
word out to residents by using 
sirens and loudspeakers, going 
door-to-door and implementing 
alert systems. In defining the 
roles of the various city depart- 
ments, the first goal is to save 
lives. 

Operations Center 

An emergency operations cen- 
ter will be established either at 
the Municipal Building or in the 
police station. In charge will be 
the city manager or his designee. 
The manager can declare a state 
of emergency. As the public face 
of local government, council will 
be kept informed. 

The city’s plan does not define 
the city response to specific sce- 
narios, McLaughlin said. Specific 
elements of the emergency event 
will define the response. It will 
focus on handling the first few 
hours, such as making facilities 
available for shelter. 

The long-term role will be 
held by the state, county and fed- 
eral governments. City resources 
will be brought to bear on restor- 
ing the community. 

Prince George’s County has 
prepared and is equipped to han- 
dle emergencies, McLaughlin 


For the Love of Insects 
Profile: Holly Menninger

When Holly Menninger was a 
child, she refused to be a flower 
girl at her uncle’s wedding be- 
cause she was afraid to walk 
down the aisle with rows of peo- 
ple looking at her. 

Today, she has emerged well 
out of hiding and finds herself in 
the middle of many public discus- 
sions about her life’s passion — 1n- 
sects. She does periodic interviews 
with CNN’s American Morning 
and local news sources and helps 
to organize events and discussions 
disseminating information about 
insects to the community locally 
and at large. 

Menninger, 28, is a resident of 
Greenbelt and a finishing Ph.D. 
candidate of behavior, ecology, 
evolution and systematics at the 
University of Maryland in College 
Park. 

While her family had always 
taught her to appreciate nature, 
it was not until she had finished 
working at the Cincinnati Museum 
of Natural History and after she 
entered college that her love of 
insects developed. 


Menninger graduated with a 
degree in biology from Denison 
University in Cincinnati. She 
entered her doctoral program at 
College Park six years ago and 
works closely with her advisor, 
Margaret Palmer. In her research 
in the Biology and Entomology 
Departments, Menninger examines 
the links between terrestrial insect 
systems and aquatic systems, such 
as how terrestrial insects provide 
food for those in streams. 

Before and during the influx of 
the periodical or 17-year cicadas 
in the summer of 2004, Menninger 
was part of an organization called 
“Cicada-maniacs” which was dedi- 
cated to informing the public about 
the unique insect. Since then, she 
has been interviewed by various 
news organizations seeking her 
expertise about cicadas and other 
insects. 

“Whenever they have a weird 
insect question, they call me,” 
Menninger said. 

She said that the cicada ap- 
pearance was an important time 
because it raised questions among 





continued. It has emergency 
management operations staff, a 
command center and mobile cen- 
ters. It operates fire and emer- 
gency medical services with capa- 
bilities for dealing with hazardous 
materials. 

The county police have such 
needed specialties as a bomb 
squad. In case of a pandemic 
outbreak, the health department 
would be locally responsible for 
handling the matter. 

Federal resources are routed 
through the state and counties. 
MEMA is the state agency re- 
sponsible for communicating with 
the counties. 

Because Greenbelt is a mem- 
ber of the Metropolitan Wash- 
ington Council of Governments 
(COG), however, McLaughlin 
noted that it is involved with 
ongoing coordination with the 
federal government, the National 
Capital Region Homeland Securi- 
ty Office, the Office of Personnel 
Management and the Joint Force 
Headquarters for the National 
Capital Region. 

McLaughlin listed recent ac- 
tions by the city government, 
including reviewing and upgrad- 
ing city facilities to better support 
the community and respond to 
emergencies. 

Generators have been installed 
at the police station, the Commu- 
nity Center, the Municipal Build- 
ing and at Green Ridge House.

the general public that were never 
raised before about insects. 

“Everyone knows about the 
nasty insects that plague our lives 
— mosquitoes, bedbugs, ticks,” 
Menninger said. However, when 
she began making public presenta- 
tions, she said, “I got to talk about 
cool insects like the ones in my 
research.” 

She pointed out that insects 
such as bees pollinate flowers for 
gardens while others feed on dead 
animals, helping to decompose 
them so that carcasses are not left 
lying around. Some insects de- 
compose streams which prevent

Groundbreaking Is Monday 
For New Skateboard Park

The start of construction on 
the long-awaited skate park will 
be marked with a groundbreak- 
ing ceremony on Monday, July 
17 at 7:30 p.m. On hand for the 
ceremony will be the Greenbelt 
City Council, County Council- 
member Douglas J.J. Peters and 
many others that had a hand in 
bringing the skate park project to 
this point. Greenbelt youth and 
skaters of all ages and the public 
are invited to join in the celebra- 
tion of this event. 

Location 

The Greenbelt Skate Park will 
be located behind the Community 
Center just up from the Greenbelt 
Youth Center where the ground- 
breaking will occur. 

The park, which has been un- 
der development for four years, 
has gone through many iterations 
and a number of site locations. 
The final park will be centered 
on two in-ground skating bowls 
and constructed ramps and angles 
to provide skaters of all skill lev- 
els a myriad of riding opportuni- 
ties and experiences. It should 
be a great improvement over the 
original concept which consisted 
of a flat surface with modular 


ramps and rails. 

Construction will begin this 
summer and take about three 
months. The city has contracted 
with California Landscape Design 
(CLD) of Upland, Calif., to do 
the construction. CLD is cur- 
rently working on a skate park 
in Olney, Md., and will move to 
Greenbelt as that project nears 
completion. 

Cost 

Greenbelt’s project, which will 
cost approximately $250,000, is 
being funded by $200,000 pro- 
vided by County Councilmember 
Peters and $50,000 of Program 
Open Space funds. 

The project was unfortunately 
delayed for an extended period 
while zoning issues and vari- 
ous reviews were conducted by 
permitting agencies such as the 
Prince George’s County Depart- 
ment of Environmental Resourc- 
es. The delays were frustrating 
to everyone, especially to the 
youth looking for a place to ride 
and to their families. However, 
the city is pleased that it 1s time 
to move forward and invites the 
public to the groundbreaking on 
Monday. 


1996 Outstanding Citizen

St. George’s Community

St. George’s 
Episcopal Church 
in Glenn Dale, a 
home for many 
Greenbelt Episco- 
palians, welcomed 
a new rector to the 
parish community 
in March. 

Reverend Con- 
nie Reinhardt 
comes to St. 
George’s from St. 
Paul’s Church in 
Newburyport, Mas- 
sachusetts, where 
she was an associ- 
ate rector. 

Entering at the end of the sea- 
son of Lent, Reinhardt launched 
right into Holy Week and Easter, 
delving quickly into her new po- 
sition as the second rector of St. 
George’s Glenn Dale Parish. 

Reinhardt graduated with a 
degree in American studies at 
Wellesley College in Boston. She 
did her graduate work in seminary 
training at Yale Divinity School. 

A passionate sports fan, Rein- 
hardt plays soccer as goalie for the 
Washington Area Women’s Soccer 
League and is an avid supporter 
of the Red Sox, the New England 
Patriots and the national women’s 
soccer team. She joins the local 
soccer league and the parish with 
an energized enthusiasm for both 
her new positions. 

Reinhardt has thus far found 
her experience at St. George’s 
to be rewarding and welcoming. 
“St. George’s is a very inviting 
and wonderful mix of people,” 
she says.

Ordained as an 
“out” lesbian at 
29, Reinhardt be- 
lieves such steps 
are paving the 
way for new lead- 
ers in the church 
to find their place. 
Being a lesbian, 
she found, brought 
challenges to her 
ordination process 
but many of her 
predecessors have taken important 
steps to put forth opportunities 
for entering leaders like herself. 
“Women who went through the 
ordination process in the 1970s 
made it so that we can have a 
female bishop 30 years later. 
The fact that I am a priest at all 
is a testament to those women,” 
Reinhardt says. 

Additionally, because the pre- 
vious rector at St. George’s, Mi- 
chael Hopkins, was an openly gay 
man with a partner, she found it 
easier to make her way into the 
parish. 

“One of the reasons that I’m 
here is because St. George’s is 
such a great place and com- 
munity, where I could be an 
effective leader no matter who I 
am or who my partner is,” said 
Reinhardt. 

“People are really looking 
for a place to both experience 
and express their faith in God. 
They’re looking for a community 
that is going to invite them to 
share their experience and for a 
place that they can really share 
their faith. The wonderful thing 
about St. George’s is that you can 
share faith and all acknowledge 
that we’re searching for more and 
more of God’s truth.”

City residents, both single-family and GHI, can purchase rain barrels through a GHI bulk purchase program. The cost is approximately

What is the purpose of a rain barrel? A rain barrel is designed to collect water after a rain so that you can use it how and where you want to 
on your property. The rain barrels can be connected to your downspout, and have a spigot that enables you to hook up a hose for watering. 
Why is having a rain barrel good for my yard? Your lawn, flowers, bushes and other plantings prefer natural rain water to chlorinated tap 


water. 


Why is getting a rain barrel good for my wallet? Installing a rain barrel will result in a direct cost saving by reducing the amount of water you 
purchase for irrigating lawns and landscaped areas. According to the Maryland Department of Environment, as much as 40% of residential 


water used is for outside uses. 


How does using a rain barrel help the Chesapeake Bay? By storing rainwater, a rain barrel helps slow down the flow of water that comes off 
your rooftop. When rain barrels are emptied a few days after a storm the rain water can be absorbed into the ground instead of rushing from 
downspouts into underground pipes and into streams where it causes erosion of stream banks and harms aquatic life in the stream.

Personal protection equipment 
for the police has been upgraded. 
Reviews also have been undertak- 
en following emergency situations 
such as Y2K, the fire at Green- 
briar and city involvement with 
Hurricanes Isabel and Katrina. 
CERT 

The city has established a 
Community Emergency Response 
Team, a volunteer group to assist 
first responders. The volunteers 
receive specialized training to 
participate. Persons interested in 
volunteering should contact the 
police department. 

Greenbelt Alert, the text-based 
emergency notification system 
soon to be implemented, and the 
recently acquired satellite phones 
are other assets. McLaughlin 
noted that the city website, www. 
greenbeltmd.gov, has created links 
to emergency preparedness sites 
like the American Red Cross and 
MEMA. Mutual-aid agreements 
have been and are being nego- 
tiated with other jurisdictions, 
including one involving public 
works. 

McLaughlin assured council 
that the city will continue to 
practice, review and upgrade its 
preparedness for emergencies. 
The region, as well, continues to 
assess its capabilities and how to 
create interoperability. 

There is also ongoing discus- 
sion about how to inform people 
of emergencies, including talk 
about reestablishing the fire siren 
alert system. 

The city manager also sug- 
gested what individuals should 
do. He urged residents to pre- 
pare a plan and practice it. He 
suggested using a preparation 
booklet as a guide, such as one 
recently produced by the county 
or one prepared by the American 
Red Cross. 

Residents should keep on hand 
needed supplies, such as food, 
water and medication in order to 
be self-sufficient for at least three 
to five days. He suggested that 
the home emergency plan include 
designating a notification tree and 
a meeting point. 

Residents should also consider 
evacuation options. Lastly, he 
proposed that residents sign up for 
Greenbelt Alert when it becomes 
operational. 

Comments 

Mayor Judith Davis commented 
that after reviewing the plan she 
felt that other topics needed to 
be added, including the subject of 
animal control and assistance for 
companion animals. The particu- 
lar problems of the special-needs 
population should to be addressed. 
Stronger mutual aid ties with COG 
also were needed, she felt. There 
was also need for a weather-alert 
notification system. 

The mobile satellite telephone, 
in a big orange box, was shown to 
council. It is intended for use by a 
vehicle at the scene of an emergen- 
cy. The other telephone received 
from Homeland Security will be 
placed at the police station. 

It was noted that these tele- 
phones are not foolproof. For the 
mobile satellite phone to work, an 
antenna needs to be set up and 
placed where it 1s able to beam a 
signal to the satellite. A two-way 
feature will enable these telephones 
to communicate between emergen- 
cy centers while also communicat- 
ing with the emergency site. 

Obtained through COG, the 
telephones cost about $25,000 and 
require a monthly fee of $200. 
To use the telephone costs $1.19 
a minute. At present, a Home-

land Security grant pays for the 
expense. 

Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
noted he had become aware of 
problems with the ability to use 
these radio telephones in many 
situations. He thought the best 
means of inter-communication 
remained the old-fashioned CB 
radio. 

Greenbelt Alert 

Assistant Manager David Moran 
provided council with a demonstra- 
tion of the Greenbelt Alert. For 
this purpose, councilmembers had 
been instructed to bring their cell 
phones to the meeting. (One went 
off while council was conducting 
business and an embarrassed coun- 
cilmember quickly found it and 
turned off the ringer.) 

At that point councilmembers 
were asked to turn on their tele- 
phones. Using a computer, Moran 
composed a text message. 

Soon each councilmember’s 
telephone began to ring. Sev- 
eral, who had not had experience 
with text messaging, had to play 
around with their phones until 
they figured out how to bring 
the message up on their screens. 
Eventually all were able to do 
SO. 

Moran explained that the city 
system would be set up so that 
all who registered with the city 
would be able to receive emer- 
gency alert messages sent out 
by the city — if they had cell 
phones, PDA or computer set ups 
to receive a text message and if 
their equipment was turned on.

Neighbors in Cooperative 
Action: Response Team

What are we going to do in 
a disaster when police and fire 
resources are stretched beyond 
their limits? What are we going 
to do when the number of victims, 
communication failures and road 
blockages prevent us from access- 
ing emergency services we have 
come to expect at a moment’s 
notice through 911? Who are 
we going to call on when no first 
responders are available? 

Ourselves! We will be the first 
responders in an overwhelming 
natural or man-made emergency 
because it may be days before 
public-safety personnel will be 
able to arrive on the scene. 

This is where the Commu- 
nity Emergency Response Team 
(CERT) will step in. 

The CERT program is a proud 
partner of Citizen Corps, the ef- 
fort to have all Americans pre- 
pare, train and volunteer. It is 
sponsored by the Prince George’s 
County Office of Emergency 
Management, the Greenbelt Pub- 
lic Safety Advisory Committee 
and the Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment. 

CERT educates us and our 
neighbors about disaster prepared- 
ness. It trains us in basic disas- 
ter response skills, such as fire 
safety, light search and rescue, 
team organization and disaster 
medical operations for free in 
only 20 hours. 

We are then ready to assist our 
families, friends and colleagues 


in a crisis when professional 
responders are not immediately 
available to help. 

Training 

The CERT Program offers us 
this basic training and an emer- 
gency kit to keep, opportunities 
for advanced training and the 
comradeship of the common bond 
of service to one’s community. 

All we have to do in return 
is what we can when we can. 
There is no commitment after 
the initial training, although we 
hope all graduates will become 
proud members of the Greenbelt 
CERT. 

Whether graduates choose to 
become formal CERT members 
or not, we all have the peace of 
mind of knowing that trained vol- 
unteers are in our neighborhoods 
ready to act.

clogs from leaves and wood and 
many serve as food for other ani- 
mals, such as fish. 

‘We are like the public relations 
people for insects. It’s a group of 
organisms that people don’t really 
care about, unless they’re pests. 
We find that it’s important to point 
out the interesting jobs that insects 
do,” Menninger said. “If we can 
get people really excited about that, 
then — mission accomplished.” 

While research focuses on bridg- 
ing connections between land and 
water insects, her professional goals 
are to bridge the scientific world of 
insects with politics and society. 

“[’m now looking for a job in 
science policy, where your job is to 
translate science and put together 
information to make it understand- 
able for lawmakers and policy 
makers,” Menninger said.

In her free time, Menninger 
loves hiking, knitting, cooking and 
gardening. “I appreciate insects but 
I’m not all-consumed,” she said. 

Menninger said that if she 
could be an insect, she would be 
a dragonfly. She has a soft spot 
in her heart for dragonflies, since 
it was the first group of insects 
she researched when she began 
her study. 

A dragonfly begins its life cycle 
underwater before it emerges, Men- 
niger described. When it does, its 
back splits open and the larva does 
a back flip out of its exoskeleton 
and into the air. 

“They are so graceful and can 
do fantastic aerial maneuvers,” she 
said. “Their lifestyles are intrigu- 
ing and they look very different 
underdeveloped than they do as 
an adult.”

The assessors are 
team leader Bradley Bloom, chief 
of police, Hinsdale Police De- 
partment, Hinsdale, Illinois; team 
members Sean Kelly, lieuten- 
ant, Durham Police Department, 
Durham, New Hampshire; and 
Cheryl Ferreira, Brown University

report back to the full commis- 
sion, which will then decide if the 
agency is to be granted accredited 
Status. 

Accreditation lasts for three 
years, during which the agency 
must submit annual reports, at- 
testing continued compliance with 
those standards under which it 
was initially accredited.

“Wayward Saints” Seen Here

You get two 
plays per per- 
formance at the 
Greenbelt Arts 
Center this and 
the following 
weekend. At 
least, there are 
two distinc- 
tive acts to 
“A Company 
of Wayward 
Saints,” staged 
with a will 
by OutOfthe- 
BlackBox The- 
atre Company 
of Bowie, in 
association 
with the Arts 


Center. 
Early on 

— “the time 

is NOW” — a 


costumed cast of nine in a down- 
on-its-luck, long-on-the-road com- 
media dell’arte troupe introduce 
themselves with many a twist and 
turn. Head-man Harlequin (Steve 
Kramer) leads the way for inter 
alia cutting, thrusting and overall 
folderol, mixed with laments of 
individual and collective fates. 

Make way for Scapino the Ac- 
robat (Jaimee Worzel), Old Man 
Pantalone (Jon Marget), the Learned 
Dottore (Bill Jones), Capitano the 
Warrior (Michael Parker/John Mal- 
loy), Tristano the Lover (Christian 
Stone), Isabella the Sweetheart 
(Delia Zielinski), Colombine the 
Nag (Jo Rake) and Ruffiana the 
Tart (Michelle Reed). 

Then Harlequin braces them 
up; a Duke in the audience will 
pay them if they perform a show 
to his satisfaction. They’ll be able 
to go home, at long last! 

But first: depict The History of 
Man. The Warrior and Dottore 
cavil about who will play God; 
then pushy second-guessing upsets 
successive scenes on Adam and 
Eve, Odysseus and Julius Caesar. 
By the end of Act I, the riven 
troupe — like the Roman Empire 
— 1s headed for collapse; cast 
members slink off. 

In Act II, maskless, dispirited, 
solo Harlequin is surprised by 
Scapino’s return. 

“Why did you come back?” 
he asks. 

“The show,” his offspring re- 


School Starts Early — 

The Prince George’s County 
Public School (PGCPS) system 
is encouraging students and par- 
ents enrolling in a school for 
the first time or transferring to a 
different school to complete the 
registration process this month 
for the 2006-2007 school year 
which begins on August 21. 
Registering early is particularly 
important at the high school 
level where more than 2,000 stu- 
dents attend some schools.

Others return in a stew of hurt 
pride and renewed squabbling 
to conclude they need each oth- 
er. Then, straight up in modern 
dress, they take turns at several 
“sequences” that end with a cap- 
tured priest and chesty revo- 
lutionary fencing for common 
ground. 

Two Plays in One 

So the audience gets two plays 
in one or one in two parts. If 
matters flag here and there and the 
thread of the play seems strained 
betimes, overall the evening 
shakes down to much ado about 
some things that are at theater’s 
heart. And you can choose which 
act suits you best. Here's a vote 
for #1. 

“Wayward Saints” debuted (in 
Minnesota) in 1966 and was re- 
vised in 1994. The Bowie com- 
pany, founded in 2004, focuses on 
theater-related themes. 

“We are all about experimenta- 
tion,” says artistic director Betsy 
Delaney — as reflected in the spir- 
ited current production. (Some 20 
years ago, reports a Black Box 
founder, Greenbelt Arts Center did 
its own version of the play in Old 
Greenbelt Theatre.)

4 to 4:45 — Steve Key, who 
wrote “Record Time (33, 45, 78)” 
recorded by country star Kathy 

Mattea, won the New Folk 
Songwriting Contest at the Ker- 
rville Folk Festival in Texas and 
was a top finalist in the 2003 
New Song Festival contest. He is 
known for humorous songs, story 
songs, folk ballads, sing alongs 
and anthems of heart and home. 

5 to 5:45 — Ali Michelle is 
a mix of many ideas. She has 
been playing guitar for four years 
and has been a passionate singer 
since the age of four. Her love 
for music has led her to become 
a songwriter that loves to ex- 
periment with new sounds and 
instruments. 

6 to 6:45 — Dan Zimmerman 
is an intriguing mix of the singer 
songwriter one might expect to 
find on college campuses and 
a radically unrestrained lyricist 
whose poem stories need more 
than one or two listens to fully 
comprehend. He invents his 
music. 

7 to 7:45 — Tom Bianchi 
brings an irreverent tone to his 
performances and keeps a pinch 
of raw humor in his cheek. His 
songs are about fun and making 
fun of the all too serious among 
his audiences. He has honed his 
performance skills in the clubs 
and subways of greater Boston. 

8 to 9 p.m. — Heather Lloyd 
and Rob Hinkle teamed up sev- 
eral years ago and have become 
one of the area’s strongest duo 
songwriting teams. Their music 
runs the gamut from pure heart- 
felt urban folk to an almost light- 
ning strike of fast rock staccato. 
There is never anything ordinary 
in their work.

“Wayward Saints” at Arts Center 
Offers a “Whirlwind of a Play”

Check your senses of time and 
place at the door of the Greenbelt 
Arts Center and hold onto your 
chair — then you’ll be prepared 
for the whirlwind of a play- 
within-a-play that is currently 
showing, “A Company of Way- 
ward Saints.” The background 
of the play is its illustration of 
“Commedia dell’arte,” a form 
of improvised comedy that dates 
back to Renaissance times yet 
still influences modern theater. 

Although the program indi- 
cates that the setting is here and 
the time is now, the play opens 
with an introduction to a troupe 
of wandering actors and actresses 
dressed in Shakespearean-era 
costumes and masks. Each plays 
a stock character in the company 
— the Manager, Acrobat, Old 
Man, Learned, Warrior, Lover, 
Sweetheart, Nag and Tart. The 
troupe has been wandering the 
country, acting in their scripted 
plays but never earning enough 
money to return home. 

This night, however, a duke in 
the “audience” offers to pay their 
way home if they stage a play 
for him. The play he demands is 
“The History of Man,” which the 
company assumes to be the story 
of ancient civilizations to the 
present. Thus begins the com-

pany’s very funny performances 
of the story of Adam and Eve, a 
scene from “The Odyssey” and 
Julius Caesar’s death. But what 
began as friendly rivalries turns, 
in the course of these scenes, 
into bitter fighting and the troupe 
breaks up at the end of Act One. 

Act Two begins with the com- 
pany gradually joining together, 
each realizing that they will not 
be able to return home individu- 
ally and their only chance is to 
work together. They rethink 
how to proceed with the play 
the duke has demanded and ap- 
proach it as the history of one 
man — his birth, adolescence and 
marriage. They stage new scenes, 
set in modern America, which are 
very sweet and touching — not 
only for their content but also in 
showing how the characters have 
learned to work together. The 
ending resolves whether their 
efforts will be rewarded by the 
duke. 

This is the second production 
of OutOfTheBlackBox Theatre 
Company of Bowie, directed by 
Betsy Delaney. The acting is 
excellent, particularly given the 
range of the play. Steve Kramer, 
as Harlequin, the Manager, is es- 
pecially good in his role. 

The play continues at Green- 
belt Arts Center, 123 Centerway, 
on July 14 and 15, 21 and 22 
at 8 p.m. and July 16 at 2 p.m.
